REPORT OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


FOR THE 


Year ending March |, 1888. 


In making our report this year we shall depart from the usual custom 
.and make only a general report, for the reason that the whole town is 
-a single district and it does not seem necessary to report separately 
each of the subdivisions of this district. 

There have been nine schools in town, a schoolin every school-house, 
and they have been generally successful, and the teachers in nearly 
every instance have given good satisfaction to the majority of parents 
and scholars. We know that some parents have not been perfectly sat- 
isfied, but it would be far better for the school, and the scholars would 
display more zeal and energy in their studies and be less inclined to 
disobey the rules of the school if the parents would not express their 
dissatisfaction to the children. If parents will consider a little they 
will see the wisdom of this, for of course we all know that the first, 
and indeed the only, design of schools is for the education of our chil- 
dren, and if we do not uphold the teachers, and sustain the schools, 
however poorthey may seem to us, we defeat the object for’ which 
they are established and the children receive an injury, which will last 
through life, just to spite somebody who in reality is not in the least 
affected by the intended affront. 


We have tried to do what seemed best for the majority, and if we 
have failed it is because we are human and not on account of design. 
We can see ourselves, after a school is finished, whether the teacher 
was adapted for that particular place, and whether her method of teach- 
ing was good, but we cannot remedy a defect then if there beone. At 
examinations we have often found that scholars have not been 
-able to tell or express what they know, and with which they were fa- 
miliar. 
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Now we think scholars, even when quite young, should be taught to 
express their own ideas in some manner, and here, in reference to this~ 
subject, let us quote from an article issued by the Bureau of Educa- 
tion, Washington, D. C., on the ‘*Value of Written Composition.” 
‘And while dealing with the thoughts of others, the scholar should be 
taught to express his own on slate or paper as soon as he is able, to 
write. This department:of composition, though the most neglected, is 
the most important of all. Hence, the teachers should give it special 
and frequent attention, at every stage of instruction, that his pupils 
may learn to express themselves in an easy and graceful manner.” We 
find some teachers have practiced this method, and we hope it will be- 
come more universal. ‘ 


The plan of having Nos. 2, 8 and 9 graded is still continued and gives 
excellent results. The grammar school supplies a long felt need, and 
had it, been established years ago many dollars would have been saved 
to the people of the town. It is free to all children in town, who are 
far enough advanced to pursue the branches therein. To some in 
Sunapee, it may seem needless to run this as a grammar school, be- 
cause they have not children old enough to enter, but when their chil- 
dren are older and wish to study branches not taught in the common 
school, which, were it not for our grammar school, they would be 
obliged to pursue, at increased expense, in some out-of-town school, 
then they will see the advantage of having the graded school. 


The first graduating exercises of the grammar school willoccur June 
26, 1888. We cordially invite the public to be present and we will find 
accommodations for all who will attend. 


We recommend that money sufficient to make needed repairs be 
raised. Some painting needs to be done and it is economy to do it be- 
fore the buildings become damaged.
